1 . My present position is U.S. Docket and Information Coordinator in the 
Office of Intellectual Property Counsel (OIPC), 3M Innovative Properties Company, and 
I have been in the position for 5/4 years. 

2. As U.S. Docket and Information Coordinator, part of my job is to enter 
docket action due dates on the 3M Innovative Properties Company computerized docket 
system for papers due in the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office. 

3. The current docketing procedures for incoming mail are as follows: 

a) All US mail is opened by the mail clerk, stamped by the mail clerk with 
the date received, and forwarded to docketing personnel. 

b) Mail from the US Patent and Trademark Office is reviewed by docketing 
personnel to identify what type of document it is and the appropriate procedure for 
handling that type of document.
